Seminary  Honors  Ralph  Lauren 
At  Annual  Dinner  May  22 

Ralph  Lauren  will  receive  the  Centennial  Medal  of  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America 
at  the  annual  dinner  held  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  to  benefit  the  Seminary  on  Wednesday,  May 
22,  in  recognition  of  his  achievement  in  the  American  Fashion  industry  and  for  his  participation 
in  Jewish  philanthropic  and  service  organizations. 

Rabbi  Nadich  has  praised  Mr.  Lauren  as  a  man  who  is  a  credit 
to  the  Jewish  people,  committed  to  synagogue  life  and  to  the  Con¬ 
servative  Movement. 

A  strong  supporter  of  the  Seminary  and  dedicated  to  the  con¬ 
tinuity  of  Jewish  life  in  America,  Mr.  Lauren  and  his  wife  Ricki 
became  members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  six  years  ago.  Their 
two  sons,  Andrew  and  David,  celebrated  their  Bar  Mitzvah  with 
the  congregation  and  their  daughter,  Dylan,  is  a  student  in  the 
Religious  School. 

Ralph  Lauren  is  a  recognized  leader  in  the  fashion  industry  and 
is  a  member  of  the  Coty  Hall  of  Fame,  receiving  four  special  cita¬ 
tions.  He  has  received  the  Neiman  Marcus  Distinguished  Service  Ralph  Lauren 

Award,  as  well  as  honors  from  the  Council  of  Fashion  Designers  of  America. 

Members  and  friends  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  are  cordially  invited  to  attend  this  dinner  at 
which  one  of  the  giants  of  the  fashion  industry,  Ralph  Lauren,  will  be  honored.  Invitations  are  in 
the  mail  now. 

Mrs.  Joanne  V.  Davis  and  Mr.  Gerald  Silbert  are  the  chairpersons  of  the  dinner. 

The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of  America  trains  rabbis,  cantors  and  teachers  for  the  Con¬ 
servative  community  in  the  United  States.  Rabbi  Nadich  and  Rabbi  Wechsler  are  graduates  of  the 
Seminary,  as  is' Cantor  Lefkowitz.  Assistant  Cantor  Kula,  many  teachers  in  our  Religious  School 
and  Sherr  Institute  are  graduates  of,  or  affiliated  with,  the  Seninary.  The  Seminary  is  a  leader  in 
the  development  of  interfaith  understanding  and  action  and  is  widely  known  for  its  “Eternal  Light" 
radio  broadcasts  and  TV  programs,  its  sponsorship  of  the  network  of  Ramah  Camps  and  of  the  Jewish 
Museum.  The  Centennial  Medal  to  be  presented  to  Ralph  Lauren  was  minted  to  commemorate  the 
100th  anniversary  of  the  Seminary,  which  is  recognized  world-wide  as  the  center  of  Conservative 
Judaism  in  North  America.

The  prayers  will  be  read 
more  slowly  and  attention  given  to  an  understan¬ 
ding  of  the  meaning  of  the  prayers. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  service,  participants 
will  join  the  congregation  for  Kiddush. 


Service  May  4  Remembers 
Sacrifices  Of  Armed  Forces 

At  the  Shabbat  Service,  Saturday  morning, 
May  4,  special  honor  will  be  given  to  those  men 
and  women  in  our  congregation  who  were 
members  of  the  Armed  Forces  during  World 
War  II. 

This  year  -  1985  -  is  the  fortieth  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  end  of  World  War  II  and  the  libera¬ 
tion  of  the  concentration  camps.  We  as  a 
civilization  are  still  recuperating  from  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  that  bloody  conflict.  It  is  only  right  that 
we  pause,  with  the  rest  of  the  world,  this  first 
week  of  May,  and  remember. 

Rabbi  Nadich  asks  those  of  the  congregation 
who  served  in  the  Armed  Forces  during  World 
War  II  to  identify  themselves  to  him  either  by 
phone  call,  or  by  letter. 


THE  MINYAN  NEEDS  YOU! 
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Freedom  From  or  Freedom  To? 

There  are  no  lack  of  liberation  movements 
which  bear  a  torch  for  freedom,  and  the 
Passover  holiday  is  surely  a  classic  testimony 
in  our  own  tradition  that  we  are  for  freedom. 
We  patented  the  idea. 

But  are  we  advocates  only  of  “freedom  from” 
or  are  we  also  advocates  of  “freedom  to”? 

Sometimes,  in  America,  we  talk  only  about 
“freedom  from”.  Freedom  from  want,  freedom 
from  oppression,  freedom  from  a  variety  of 
burdens.  And  these  are  freedoms  surely  to 
cherish. 

But  as  the  holiday  of  Shavuot  comes  near,  I 
am  reminded  of  the  importance  of  “freedom  to”. 
After  all,  we  may  have  an  idea  of  freedom  which 
is  nothing  more  than  chaos.  We  may  find 
ourselves  supporting  “liberation”  movements 
which  are  invitations  to  chaos  rather  than  to 
higher,  more  democratic  order  of  life.  We  may 
seek  freedom  from  personal  responsibility  in  our 
lives  rather  than  freedom  to  do  what  must  be 
done. 

The  real  challenge  of  freedom  is  the  “freedom 
to”.  That  is  why  Shavuot  completes  the  season 
of  the  year  begun  by  Passover.  Because  freedom 
by  itself,  without  laws,  without  the  structures 
that  enoble  life,  is  no  freedom  at  all. 

The  real  freedom  advocated  by  Judaism  is  the 
“freedom  to”.  Freedom  to  observe  and  root  the 
Ten  Commandments  and  all  of  the  Torah  in  life; 
freedom  to  develop  democratic  institutions 
which  guard  the  well-being  of  every  person. 
Freedom  to,  that  is  the  challenge  of  Shavuot!

Traditionally,  Jews  spend  the  first  night  of 
Shavuot  studying  Torah,  because  it  is  on  Shavuot 
that  we  celebrate  the  giving  of  the  Torah  to 
Moses  and  the  Jewish  people.  This  tradition  is 
called  Tikun  Leyl  Shavuot. 

Continuing  the  tradition  begun  several  years 
ago  when  he  began  with  the  Tenth.  Command¬ 
ment,  Rabbi  Wechsler  this  year  will  explore  the 
meaning  of  the  Seventh  Commandment:  “Thou 
Shalt  Not  Commit  Adultery”. 

Congregants,  their  family  members  and 
friends  are  invited  to  join  in  the  Tikun  Leyl 
Shavuot  on  Saturday  evening,  May  25  from  8:30 
to  10:30  p.m.  in  the  Appelman  Chapel. 
Cheesecake  —  in  honor  of  the  tradition  to  eat 
dairy  foods  on  Shavuot  —  will  be  served. 


Pirkei  Avot  Studied 
Throughout  The  Summer 

It  is  our  tradition  to  begin  the  study  of  Pirkei 
Avot,  “The  Ethics  of  the  Fathers”,  after  Passover 
and  continue  to  study  this  famous  tractate  of 
ethical  ideas  during  the  six  Sabbaths  following 
Passover  in  preparation  for  Shavuot,  the  holi¬ 
day  which  celebrates  the  receiving  of  the  Torah.

Glass  Etching  By  Bitner 

If  one  were  to  tour  our  synagogue  building 
with  the  newly  published  Art  Brochure  in  hand, 
one  certainly  would  be  in  for  a  treat,  much  like 
an  experience  one  could  have  in  a  strange  city. 
BUT,  one  might  also  miss  something  wonder¬ 
ful,  because  mention  of  it  was  inadvertently 
omitted  from  the  first  edition  of  the  Art 
Brochure:  the  glass  etching  by  Robert  Bitner 
located  on  the  sixth  floor. 

Donated  to  the  congregation  by  Ramie  and 
Jerry  Silbert,  this  etching  depicts  the  acceptance 
by  Moses  of  the  Ten  Commandments.  It 
decorates  the  center  panel  of  the  west  wall  of 
the  bronzed  glass  wall  which  encloses  the  roof 
garden.

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Memories  Of  May  8,  1945 

Editor’s  Note:  Our  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  kept  a 
carefd  diary  throught  World  War  II  and  is  thus 
able  to  share  with  us,  on  this  the  fortieth  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  end  of  World  War  II,  the  events 
in  Paris  on  May  8,  1945. 


“The  Victory  Service.  .  .  took  place  at  the 
Palais  de  Chaillot  at  the  Trocadero,  below  which 
lie  beautiful  gardens  and  from  which  there  is 
an  unobstructed  view  of  the  Eiffel  Tower. 

“French  authorities  later  agreed  to  our  using 
the  Palais  de  Chaillot  for  American  Rosh 
Hashanah  and  Yom  Kippur  services.  After  the 
war,  the  same  auditorium  was  used  for  a  meeting 
of  the  United  Nations  General  Assembly. 

“Over  2800  officers  and  soldiers  attended  the 
Victory  Service  and  listened  to  a  radio  broad¬ 
cast  of  President  Truman  speaking  from 
Washington.  Monsignor  L.  Curtis  Tiernan,  the 
Theatre  Chaplain,  Chaplain  Chester 
McClelland,  a  Protestant  Chaplain  and  1  —  all 
three  of  us  worked  in  the  same  office  at  Theatre 
Headquarters  —  offered  prayers. 

.  .  .  Music  was  furnished  by  the  Glenn  Miller 
Band,  which  happened  to  be  in  Paris  at  the  time, 
scheduled  to  give  a  series  of  concerts  for  the 
troops  in  Europe.  .  . 

“That  evening  I  walked  along  the  Champs 
Elysees,  which  was  jammed  with  celebrating 
men,  women  and  children  ....  Thousands  of 
French  people  were  sitting  on  balconies  wat¬ 
ching  the  fireworks  and  the  crowds  below 
(them). 

“For  the  first  time  since  before  the  beginning 
of  World  War  II,  the  Arc  de  Triomphe  was  il¬ 
luminated,  and  above,  in  the  dark  skies,  military 
searchlights  fashioned  a  steady  brilliant  'V'  for 
victory.  .  .”
